SECTION 1. Section 4211 of the 
Sierra Madre City Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 4211. Method of pay¬ 
ment. 

The method of collecting the 
fees provided for herein shall be 
as follows: 

a. The City owns and operates 
the City water system. Bills are 
sent out by the City each month 
for water consumed. It Is hereby 
determined by said City Council 
that the bills for water service 
shall also be the medium for bill¬ 
ing and collecting garbage, com¬ 
bustible and non-combustible ma¬ 
terials fees, during the months 
in which the bill was rendered. 
When the regular water bill is 
rendered for a particular location 
and there appears thereon a 
charge for garbage, combustible 
and non-combustible materials 
collection, the total sum shown 
on said bill shall be paid as a 
unit and all of the provisions of 
Chapter 3 of Article VIII, and the 
amendments thereto, appertain¬ 
ing to (1) collection of fees, (2) 
penalties, and (3) enforcement of 
charges for water service shall ap¬ 
ply to the total amount shown 
on the statement for both water 
service and garbage, combustible 
and non-combustible materials 
collection service. 

b. Where garbage, combustible 
and non-combusilble materials 
are collected at locations where 
water Is not consumed, a separate 
monthly bill shall be presented to 
the person liable for the services 
charged. The collection of such 
charges shall be governed by the 
provisions of the general law. 

SECTION 2. Section 7306 of the 
Sierra Madre City Code Is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 7306. Billing for and 
payment of monthly sewer service 
charges. 

a. All sewer service charges 
shall become due and payable to 
and at the office of the Water 
Collector on the 1st day of the 
month next succeeding the month 
of service and become delinquent 
on the 10th day of the succeeding 
month. 

b. All bills for such charges 
shall be Issued by the Water Col¬ 
lector. 

(1) In all cases where the prem¬ 
ise In question is connected to 
the municipal water system, the 
sewer service charges shall bo 
combined with bills or statements 
for water service rendered by the 
municipal system. The bills shall 
state their purpose (water and 
sewer service), shall give the 
name and last known address of 
the person responsible for pay¬ 
ment (as herein provided), and 
shall list separately the charge 
for water service and the charge 
for sewer service and the total 
charge for both services. Neither 
charge may be paid separately 
from the other. 

(2) If a premise with sewer 
service Is not connected with the 
municipal water system, a sepa¬ 
rate bill shall be rendered for 
sewer service only. 

(3) All of the provisions of 
Chapter 3 of Article VIII. and the 
amendments thereto, appertain¬ 
ing to (1) collection of fees.

FEDERAL TAX collections in California last year to¬ 
taled $8,486,217,000, an increase of $488,506,000 over the 
previous year’s $7,997,711,(X)0. 

State tax collections last year totaled $2,578,246,762, 
an Increase of $154,614,635 over the previous year’s $2,423,- 
632,127. 

Local tax collections amounted to around $2% billion. 
The major problem confronting the California Legislature 
and Governor Brown’s administration this year is how to 
raise more money without seemingly boosting taxes. Sac¬ 
ramento newsmen report the Governor will propose to the 
Legislature that another $1 billion in bonds be floated to 
cover various programs. 


With all the support fur¬ 
nished by the Democrats, 
the administration no doubt 
is still wondering why it 
didn’t win the Stanislaus 
battle. To many observers, 
the answer is easy. Signs of 
the times are pointing to 
more sober consideration of 
government affairs, less lib¬ 
erality with the taxpayers’ 
money, and fewer govern¬ 
ment employes. 

In his announcement 
speech. Governor Brown 
called the trend toward con¬ 
servatism a “resurgence of 
anti-Americanism in our 
state and nation.” No doubt 
Governor Brown neglected 
to read, or have his ghost 
writers read Section 2 of 
Article I, California Consti¬ 
tution before he made this 
charge. 


careful conservation of state 
finances than the past two 
Legislatures have been. 

Only time, which runs out 
next November, can deter¬ 
mine of course, whether this 
trend will continue, but in 
any event, the stage now 
has been set to show the 
Stanislaus election as a 
precedent.
